The stage and wingB 
were filled with seats, and the lobbies 
nd adjoining hall were similarly co- 
upled with an audience that for an 
our and a quarter listened to an In- 
telligent explanation of what Christian 
Science stands for, from one of Its 
most forceful and convincing expo- 
nents. The lecturer was presented 
ly George H. Moore, First Reader of 
he Newton Christian Science church. 

After calling attention to the regular 
church services held in Players' Hall, 
and the public reading-room main- 
tained by the church at 297 Walnut [ 
street, Newtonvlllo, Mr. Moore said Ini 
part: There are in this hall hundreds 
of peoplo who have been healed by 
Christian Science. There is not one 
erson in this audience who cannot be 
elped by the practical application of 
he teachings of this Science, — for the | 
principle of Christian Science is all- 
InclUBive, both in scope and in the de- 
tail of Its operation. The work of the 
Christian Science church is to publish 
thlB fact and to make clear the manner 
of its demonstration. 

Mr. Young Ha!d: 

It is an encouraging fact that how- 
ever greatly our views may differ upon 
this or that subject, there Is always In 
our natures and common to them all, 
one chord which responds to Christian 
Science, and that is the universal de- 
Blre to prolong existence or, better 
still, to attain satisfaction and be Bure 
of its continuity. Even the creatures 
beneath our feet want to live, and 
strive to do so, so that this instinct 
has come to be expressed in the axiom, 
“Self-preservation is the first law of 
nature." 

Seeking Knowledge 

It will perhaps be admitted that this 
may mean more than appears on the 
surface. So far as it can be analyzed 
this instinct exists without any voli- 
tion on the paYt of the creature mani- 
festing it, but at any rate it exists, and 
In the discussion of the profoundest 
thoughts of philosophy and religion it 
serves as a common meeting ground. 
It is this desire which responds to re- 
ligious truth. It may be likened to 
the Boil wherein the seed, being sown, 
finds nourishment and springB forth 
rb Ideas which reveal at once the sci- 
entific nature of Christianity and the 
sacred character of Science. 

Such ideaB are not transcendental in 
the common acceptation of that word. 
They are, however, not material, and 
for this reason systems of education 
founded largely or wholly upon mater- 
ial evidence find themselves at vari- 
ance with Christian Science and nat- 
urally oppose it. This is not to be 
wondered at because even the basic 
Idea of Christian Science education is 
revolutionary in that it shows that 
spiritual truth 1 b demonstrable and 
offerB unmistakable and overwhelming 
proof of that fact, whereas the gener- 
ally accepted theories of science 


either deny lliat there is any such 
thing as spiritual truth, or, if admit- 
ting that there may be, reject the 
proposition that such truth 1 b so con- 
crete as to be capable of proof. 

One who takes the palnB to think 
deeply must conclude that the failure 
to recognize the demonstrable nature 
of spiritual truth has been due not to 
any lack of that characteristic in Truth 
itself, but to the limited religious and 
scientific theories which have erron 
eouBly insisted that the proof of scien- 
tific knowledge must be confined to the 
finite realm of the material senses, at 
the same time lilogically admitting, as 
they must do, that true science is in- 
finite. because fundamental truth is 
spiritual. 

In accordance with such theories, 
prevailing systems of education ac- 
cept nnd teach that both good and evil 
nre natural. Accepting the evidence 
of the material senses as true, such 
systems are necessarily involved in in- 
surmountable difficulties. The moment 
they endeavor to explain a first great 
cause they are contradictory. Attrib- 
uting both the good nnd evil in human 
experience to the same source, they 
pollute their conception of that source 
and the whole resulting thought is not 
only darkened but diseased. ChriBtian 
Science shows unmistakably that an 
infinite cause which all scientists and 
religionists, Irrespective of form or 
creed, acknowledge, must necessarily 
he perfect, for any imperfection in in- 
finity would imply infinite imperfection 
which is an impossible proposition to 
either religion or science. The fact is 
that a first great cause is infinite Intel- 
ligence, for nothing lesB than intelli- 
gence could be the one infinite cause. 
It should not be hard for any thinker 
to understand that infinite Intelligence 
is necessarily infinite Wisdom, and 
one must Inevitably conclude that in- 
finite Wisdom Is wise enough to do 
everything in the right way at once 
without any experiments whatsoever. 
This thought of God, which is the only 
correct one that 1 b possible, doeB away 
with the old idea of primary miBtakeB 
.vhich have to be subsequently cor- 
rected, and entirely dissipates the no- 
tion that God incorrectly arranged a 
whole lot of things in the universe 
which man must afterwards correct. 

Ed lighten men t, Not Relief 

This alBo disposes of a good many 
other things; it gives us enlighten- 
ment instead or belief; It shows that 
all thingB exiBt, and that the infinite 
Cause has provided for their perfec- 
tion and maintains that perfection 
forever. It is not possible to even 
think of God aB less than perfect, and 
if one follows out that thought, it Ib 
not possible to conceive of a creation 
as less than perfect; consequently the 
theory of fallen man is an incorrect 
theory. It has it b origin not in the 
first chapter of Genesis, but in the 
later chapters in which human 
I thought, trying to account for Its ma- 
terial evidence. turnB away from God

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CHRISTI AN SCIENCE LECTURE

and says. "God created man of the 
dust of the earth," whereby Infinity la 
credited with having created that 
which Infinity could not know — the 
finite. Now Christian Science comes 
to relieve human beings of these be- 
liefs which have darkened human 
thought; it gives the true understand- 
ing; it starts with the perfection of- 
being ns the right standard for thought 
and investigation, and it proves by 
unmistakable results that when people 
maintain the right standard In their 
thought and lives, they gain spiritualty 
in an immeasurable degree; they gain 
morally, as thousands o? people tes- 
tify, in an immeasurable degree; they 
gain immeasurably in the true basis 
of health, and they gain through re- 
ligious conviction all this, which they 
have never been able to attain through 
nny other teaching that they have ever 
known. Why? Because instead of 
relying upon belief, they understand 
an absolute Principle by which they 
can test thought and action. 

The Bible says that there is such a 
thing as a Day of Judgment, and 
Christian Science says that there is 
such a thing as a Day of Judgment, 
but that it Is altogether different from 
What it has been supposed to be — that 
it is not a certain time in which all 
people will be brought before some 
great king in a distant place to be 
judged for what they have or have not 
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done, but that the Day of Judgment 
comes as "Science and Health, with 
Key to the Scriptures, - ’ by Mary Baker 
Eddy, tells us. "hourly and continual- 
ly." and that it is right within one's 
own domain of thought. Right where 
one Is thinking is his Day of Judg- 
ment, and he can take every thought 
to that throne of judgment which he 
has erected In his own understanding 
through the study of Christian Science 
and ask himself, "Is this thought cor- 
rect? Is it according to Principle? 
Is it like the perfect divine Cause? 
If it were to have power and action 
and operate universally, would it ble98 
nil mankind?” There is his Day of 
Judgment; it Is not a remote time, nor 
is it to be postponed to an uncertain 
place; it is now. When one begins to 
see these things he sees also that he 
must gain this standard, and, in order 
to do this he must understand God; he 
must know what God is, otherwise lie 
will have no Day of Judgment, no 
power to judge, no Principle with 
which to discern and sepnrate between 
good and evil. Christian Science 
shows us that we can gain this right 
way of thinking; that It is so natural 
and easy that every person spontan- 
eously feels that It is just exactly the 
right thing to do, he only wants to 
know about it. and thus every person 
who has been a Christian says, "This 
makes me a better Christian.” and 
every person who has not been a 
Christian says. "Now I see why I must 
be a Christian; 1 cannot delay since 
there is nothing else to be.” 

Meaning of “Infinite*' 

We can begin to understand some- 
thing of the meaning of the word "In- 
finite" when we remember that the 
first great Cause, the one God. must 
be immeasurable and all-inclusive. 
This also gives us an idea of the eter- 
nality of the one God, the divine, in- 
finite Intelligence, which in Christian 
Science is still better explained 
through the use of the words “Dvlne 
Mind." If we would be immortal we 
must strive to awake as the image of 
that one God who is eternal. Eternal 
life, then, Is to be attained, not by 
going to some other place, nor by suf- 
fering some great disaster, but by un- 
derstanding and proving those facts 
which reveal and illustrate eternity. 

The Cause of the universe is neces- 
sarily the life and power of it. If we 
would live we must awake more and 
more In the image of the God who Is 
Life. Still very often retaining the 
superstitions which the word “God” 
called up, because of wrong educa- 
tion. we are apt to think it an impos- 
sible requirement when we are ad- 
monished to be like God. The picture 
of some extraordinarily wonderful 
person, in the same sense that human 
beings are persons, is still likely to be 
aroused in the imagination, and we are 
apt to exclaim. "How can I be so great 
and wonderful as that?" But here 
Christian Science comes to the rescue 
and shows that the naturalness of 
Truth Ib its availability. If we bad 
not been misled by wrong teaching we 
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could easily have discerned some truth 
which would have made the word 
"God" more clear to ns. 

In "Science and Health" we read. 
"God Is natural good.” If we accept 
that, statement we shall not find it so 
hard to make some effort to be like 
God. for it only means that we are 
striving to he like good, striving to be 
the image of good, the very expression 
of good, and if in this connection one 
should have any doubt about his abil- 
ity to discern good, he can ask himself 
whether his thought, if It ripened into 
action, would be good for everybody, i 
for under the analysis of Christian : 
Science it is clearly shown that no ex- i 
perience is good for anybody unless it 
is nlso good for everybody, because 
good is infinite and universal. Chris- j 
tint) Science gives us these facts and j 
corrects many of our old philosophical 
and ethical views, for neither philoso- 
phy nor cthlcB has been founded upon 
the idea of primary. Infinite perfection. 

No Hope In Old Systems 

All Bystems of education accept the 
evidence of the senses ns to man’s 
being and destiny, and in so doing tend 
to perpetuate the destructive condi- 
tions of human experience. Ordinar- 
ily accepted religious views also coin- 
cide with such teaching, for they In- 
culcate the Idea that when evil has 
finally overcome a human being and 
destroyed him. then he will be itnmor- 
tnl. None of these systems hold out 
the hope that there will ever be any 
present evidence of the destruction of 
evil and the triumph of the human 
being, but on the contrary all agree In 
accepting the evidence of the senses 
which indicate the destruction of unfit 
and the triumph of evil. 

Now whatever may be thought 6f 
Christian Science fro mthe standpoint 
of old education, it has the unquestion- 
able advantage of being logical, and 
consistent. It shows unmistakably 
that a human being, however much of 
a sinner he may be, needs to be re- 
deemed rather than destroyed, and 
that it is the proper business of both 
science and religion to heal him of his 
diseases and to redeem him from his 
sins so unmistakably that both the 
healing and the redem ptio n shall ap- 
pear. 

One who is ill needs to be healed 
now. 

One who is a sinner needs equally 
to be redeemed now. What is to heal 
the one and redeem the other, if it be 
not a knowledge that from the stand- 
point of God there is nothing wrong 
with the universe nor with man, for 
from that standpoint there is only per- 
fection. Such an assurance arouses 
hope in the sick man. It turns him 
away from the constant thought of his 
diseases to the facts of his real being. 
In the same way It awakens the sin- 
ner not only to the hope of salvation, 
but to the immediate attainment of it, 
at least in some measure. It encour- 
ages and greatly helps either a sick 
man or a sinner to find out that dis- 
ease and sin have no origin in a divine 
Cause, and are not sustained by natu- 
ral power or law. 

Kingdom of Heaven Natural 

The world has tried for centuries to 
theorize itself into happiness. How 
many have succeeded? Look down and 
up the centuries. See how many have 
attained; practically none. Has all 
the success that ambitious men have 
known given them happiness? Has 
all the wealth that untiring industry 
and other means have enabled people 
to accumulate given those people hap- 
piness? Have they found happiness in 
any place or In any way that was ac- 
tually permanent? Have they seen 
anything like the Kingdom of Heaven? 
They have not. because it Is not to be 
attained in these ways, and still the 
Kingdom of Heaven Is just as natural 
as breath. Everything that is true is 
natural; the only God there Is is nat- 
ural good, always at hand, willing to 
save, more than willing, always ready; 
the only thing that needs to happen to 
a human being Ib to get ready himself, 
to understand, to be free, open, recep- 
tive, to let thought explain and define 
the nature of Deity, and by means of 
thought to find that he himself Ib being 
redeemed. The first step is to get rid 
of the superstitious beliefs that dis- 
ease and sin are either necessary or 
natural. They are neither. A correct 
concept of God entails the rejection of 
ail the theories which tend to perpetu- 
ate evil by ascribing it to Deity. 

Sometimes it has been considered a 
dreadful thing that we should define 
the nature of God and show that some 
one can really think upon these great 
questions: What is God? What Is 

Law? Where is Heaven? How can it 
be attained? We have been called pre- 
sumptuous for tills, and not tinfre- 
fluently unchristian. Now if it be un- 
christian to understand God; If It be 
unchristian to know something of Ills 
law, and to rest in the assurance of Its 
power and dominion, then we are un- 
christian, but not otherwise. We stand 
today a few people, comparatively 
speaking, maintaining in human 
thought and experience certain divine 
ideas which are older than the human 
race, for they are eternal, and yet they 
are ever new, interesting and practi- 
cal. 

These facts are what we have to con- 
sider. Christian Science gives ns the 
facts, and never gives ub anything else 
and It bIiowb us that the facta are all 
that any human being needs In order 
to be delivered from any kind of trou- 
ble, it makes no difference what it is; 
and it shows us furthermore that true 
Christianity consists in apprehending 
and making practical the divine facts 
which characterized both the thoughts 
and actions of Christ Jesus. It has 
generally been supposed there was 
some thing inysterions about our Re- 
deemer, or that at any rate we were to 
be redeemed by some mysterious per- 
sonality, Is this true? Jesus declared 
that that which was to redeem man- 
kind always had existed and was avail- 
able to mankind In any age if they 
would but understand it. 

The True Is Available 

There has never been anything true 
that wan not available to mankind or 
would not have been if they had been 
enough awake to perceive that it was 
true. Truth has always existed. 

What tbeu is the Christ that is to 
save us, if we are all to be saved 
through Christ? It Ib the Chriat that 
was with Jesus, the Christ which ena- 
bled him to save others, and enabled 
Ibe disciples to save others, frqjn 
what? From something that God had 


nfillcted them with? Materiality, lim- 
itation, fears, diseases, sin, death? No, 
it wrb to save them from that which 
God never gave them at nil. Thnt 
which God had given them they did not 
need to be saved from — that whirh 
human ignorance allotted to the human 
race Is what we all need to he saved 
from, .and Christ comes and ever will 
come In thought through power, 
through ideas thnt reveal God. to save 
us from those things unlll those things 
shall be no more, and step by step 
awakening more in the Image of good, 
we shall find eventually thnt we are 
not human but naturally divine; and 
thnt awakening Is salvation. Now it la 
to be done right where we are; It is no 
use to put it off. We cannot afford to 
postpone anything at all, because there 
Is no time for that. Heaven is not a 
locality, remote or otherwise. It Is 
something thnt we ought to enjoy at 
this instant; and it Is true thnt it is 
appearing more nnd more through the 
demonstrations of Christian Science. 
Jesus said to his disciples, when he 
sent them forth, thnt if those to whom 
they went would not accept the word 
they were to he told "Notwithstanding 
be ve sure of this that the Kingdom of 
God is come nigh unto you," 

Notwithstanding, whatever happens 
to any human being, the demonstra- 
tion of Christian Science little by little 
is bringing the Kingdom of God nigh, 
because the Kingdom of God is but the 
kingdom of Mind, the kingdom of in- 
telligent power, the kingdom of om- 
nipotent Love, nnd that kingdom 
comes nigh unto those who begin even 
in some slight degree to take an inter- 
est in Christian Science, even though it 
bo but an interest sufficient to read 
something, or hear something, or to 
consider whether it be true — still the 
Kingdom of God fins come nigh unto 
litem, and It will never forsake them, 
because the Kingdom of God, when it 
once comes nigh never knows how to 
go away. 

Now, Christian Science has come to 
bring that Kingdom to us all, and to 
unite us on the basis of pure Christian- 
ity; to give not a theoretical knowl- 
edge of a personal Saviour, but one 
Christ, the one Christ which Jesus 
manifested, which constituted his Mind 
nnd power and all t he incentive of his 
action and all the rule of his life, the 
same Christ which is infinite Truth re- 
vealed in the ideas which even now you 
and I are considering, the ideas which 
in themselves are not human but di- 
vine. When St. John said "God Ib love,” 
he only said something that is true, 
that always was true; the Idea itself 
could not have originated In St. John; 
he discovered it, or rather saw it so 
clearly that he set It forth in a simple 
expression which has never been 
equaled. 

"God Is Love”; that is only one idea 
of what God is. but that idea Is one 
with God; it has its origin In God, in 
infinity; it exists by the power and 
presence of God. and to the extent that 
you and I entertain it and know it, it is 
God with us and explains to us the di- 
vine Christ. When Truth comes to us 
more and more through the ideas which 
reveal it, those Ideas have power, nat- 
ural power; they originated in that 
which is Power; they are sustained by 
that which is Power. Is it such a 
strange thing then that Isaiah in pro- 
phesying the coming of Jesus saw that 
when that clear discernment of Goa 
should appear among men it would 
manifest itself as God. It would be "God 
with us,” — Immanuel? If the same 
ideas which constituted his mind are 
constituting yours or mine — and they 
do to some extent— for they are now 
being born, are they not God with us? 
Are we to deny God because forsooth 
In all these ages we have been told 
things about Him that we only super- 
Btitiously believed or pretended to be- 
lieve? Can we not see that the infinite 
Mind is being revealed to men now in 
Christian Science. 

Christian Science Explains 

Nobody has been asked to believe In 
Christian Science, and nobody ever 
will be asked to believe la It, for Chris- 
tian Science does not advocate a pro- 
selyting process, but explains divine 
Principle. 1 should no more think of 
urging a person to believe In Chris- 
tian Science than I should think of 
asking him to believe In the multiplica- 
tion table. Neither one nor the other 
is in the realm or belief. We are not 
giving Christian Science lectures for 
the purpose of asking people to be- 
lieve in it; we are giving Christian 
Science lectures because we want to 
help mankind, and we want to help 
mankind because we want to help our- 
selves, and have realized that the best 
way to help ourselves Is to help others. 
No human being can be selfish and 
ever put off mortality. For one to at- 
tain immortality, which is the natural 
heritage that God has provided for all.; 
we shall have to be unselfish. Jesus | 
did not voice a mere religious admont- 1 
tion but a scientific necessity when he! 
gave the rule, "Thou shalt love thy 
neighbor as thyself." He ulso said, 
"Deny thyself and follow me.” 

Christians generally, but not very I 
joyfully recognize the necessity of 
self-denial, Christian Science ex- 
plains it ami makes It not only possi- 
ble but gjud. It is generally supposed 
to mean loss, whereas it means 
achievement. It means recognition 
and manifestation of the dominion 
which God gives to man. In self- 
denial one Is not thinking of himself. 
If he were there would be no self- 
denial. He is finding the trull# of 
being, and in that, peace and power 
and perfect poise. Jesus expressed 
(he acme of self-denial in the words, 
"I and my Father ure one," 

Self-abnegation enubleB one to do 
good and it is therefore a joyful occu- 
pation. It establishes liberty, which 
Is the freedom to do good, since there 
1 b nothing but slavery In doing evil. 
God alone is Infinite. Evil is ilW only 
finite but destructive. "The glorious 
liberty of the children of God" Is to be 
found in this individual power to do 
good. This kind of power which is the 
only real kind is not limited in Its 
results. It overcomes dsease as well 
as sins, and yet God, who Is this 
power, has seemed so distant and un- 
natural to us that when one is first 
told that (’hristian Science heals dis- 
ease through the power of God, he is 
apt to doubt it, and perbapB even dis- 
credit the healing until it is proved to 
him, and then when the proof of the 
healing is offered, he is apt to believe 
that it is brought about in some other 
way. 


Hod nnd rower One 

It takes n great deal of Instruction 
to convince the average hunt nil being 
that the word "God” does not mean 
something remote or inaccessible. 
Now we can think certain idens which 
reveal God. We have seen that here. 
These ideas reveal power because God 
nnd power nro one. They are God with 
us, nnd therefore power with us. We 
can think of our bodies, and ns n mat- 
ter of fact wo think of them a great 
deal too much. Nevertheless, so long 
as thnt Is our tendency, It ought not to 
be difficult for us to recognize thnt the 
true thought of wIintNSod Ib may effect 
our bodies, since somo kind of thought 
is doing something to our bodies all 
the time. We walk because of mind; 
and talk and think, and wink our eves. 
becniiBC of mind, and do everything 
else we are doing because of mind, and 
we do absolutely nothing because of 
matter, tor matter cannot think nor 
talk nor walk by itself when thought 
Is absent. 

Because the human body Beems to 
have sensation it Ib supposed that 
there is some kind of an intelligence 
inside of it giving It sensation, conse- 
quently material systems investigat- 
ing only material phenomena and 
drawing conclusions only from such 
observations have located mind in the 
body, nnd religious systems have fol- 
lowed In the same line and located 
soul and spirit in the body; yet no 
kind of Investigation has ever revealed 
any intelligence or spirit or soul in any 
human body. Really the words, Soul, 
Intelligence, Spirit, cannot be plural- 1 
lzed. They refer to Infinity. They 
serve to express to us the fuller mean- 
ing of the word “God,” and when we 
graBp their service in this respect we 
see that an infinite Intelligence Is 
enough Intelligence for everybody, and 
that an infinite Soul or Spirit is 
enough for everybody, nnd that it could 
not possibly be in anybody, and that 
the best a human being can do is to 
acquire the knowledge which as his 
Intelligence begins to reflect the di- 
vine intelligence, nnd at the same time 
reflects the real Soul or Spirit which 
is God. 

Influence of Thought 

To further understand the influence 
of thought on the body, we should re- 
member that it is impossible that there 
could be a mind In matter, that 
what is governing the human body, or- 
dinarily speaking, is not a mind Inside 
of It but the great mass of human be- 
lief which is entirely outside of the 
body. 

Until Christian Science is under- 
stood in some measure at least, all the 
functions of the hv«man body are car- 
ried on, not by a. conscious knowledge 
of divine Principle, which knowledge 
characterized the mind “which was 
also In Christ Jesus,” but by that con- 
glomeration of lijiman beliefs called 
the human mind. Thousands of us 
may entertain the Bnme thought, bui 
if that thought were to originate in 
one’s brain it would be confined there, 
and only one person could have such a 
thought, and the other person would 
be obliged to have a different one. We 
can see from this that even human ex- 
perience shows the utter impossibility 
of confining the mind or intelligence 
within the brain or body. Yet so gen- 
eral is the belief that mind has its 
source in brain cellB that when the 
brain of the human being is injured 
the mind is apt to be affected unless 
something greater than human belief 
or material systems intervenes. 

The human body never gets ill be- 
cause of any inherent capacity to do 
so. To put it exactly aB it is, the hu- 
man body does not know enough to 
suffer. Deprived of mind it never 
suffers. In Science and Health and 
her other works, Mrs. Eddy has most 
clearly set forth the fact that it is the 
human or mortal sense of things that 
suffers. The mortal mind, so-called, is 
the sufferer, and she has enabled thou- 
sands of people through her bookB to 
prove that Immortal Mind heals. The 
objection made to this is often to the 
effect that you cannot have thought 
I without a thinker, and this contention 
is based upon the supposition that *a 
| person is a thinker by meanB of a 
mind which he contains. Christian 
Science shows that Mind Is infinite 
and cannot be contained. The divine 
Mind is the primary and only thinker. 
When we learn to think with that Mind 
which Mrs. Eddy in Science and Health 
declares to be the only Mind of man, 
then what we call our mind will be so 
purified and regenerated as to mani- 
fest the omnipotence of good In heal- 1 
lag the sick as well as in saving the 
sinner. 

Elimination of Evil 

The fact that God did not and could 
not take part In any evil thing is a 
necessity in Christian Science, 
Whether we are theoretically able to 
account for evil or not Is of no conse- 
quence. Almost every system of phil- 
osophy and religion has striven to do 
that, and yet evil has gone on Increas- 
ing. Christian Science offers no the- 
oretical explanation of evil. It de- 
clares the obvious fact that anything 
which is not a conceivable part of 
God's creation Is not a conceivable 
reullty, even though it seems to be 
real. The explanation that Christian 
Science gives Is an explanation of 
good which from the standpoint of ab- 
solute Principle can be proved. It of- 
fers no further explanation of evil than 
its elimination, and declares that no 
further explanation Is necessary, since 
the disappearance of evil In any In- 
stance shows that there is nothing 
there to explain. Good, however, goes 
on becoming more and more real. It 
explains Itself, for it Is the divine 
Mind. 

The action of Truth in human con- 
sciousness has not been explained by 
old systems. Christian Science alone 
offers an explanation, and when this 
explanation Is not found satisfactory 
It is because the mental nature of pure 
Science has not been discerned. 

Really ull science is purely mental. 
We do not go to schools or colleges to 
acquire anything more than thoughts 
or ideas. In view of the experience of 
all educational institutions which deal 
wholly with ideas, it ought not to seem 
strange that Christian Science should 
lay claim to being purely scientific, 
since It deals wholly with the purest 
ideas that can ever be entertained by 
a human being. Their efficacy In heal- 
ing disease Is only doubted because of 
a lack of better education on tbe part 
of general humanity. 


Mrs. Eddy's Discovery 

If a human being uninstructed by 
Christian Science should hear of a 
wonderful machine to which he could 
resort at any time and have It work In 
his behalf to remove his evil tenden- 
cies and any of his diseases, he would 
be lost in admiration at this extraor- 
dinary invention and he would ex- 
claim, "What a wonderful scientific 
discovery!” It goes without saying 
that no such machine has been dis- 
covered or will be, for the simple rea- 
son that diseases and sins are too deep 
seated to be reached by any mechani- 
cal means. There was something, 
however, discovered in the year 1866 
by a lone New England woman whose 
thought was clear enough to perceive 
facta far more scientific than any 
which had been revealed through the 
evidence of the senses, and who was 
Btrong enough of purpose to set forth 
these thoughts in such a way that they 
could be discerned and practised, 
which was of far greater importance 
to the human race than any other dis- 
covery that has ever been made. 
Christian Science as given to the 
world by Mary Baker Eddy is not less 1 
scientific because It Is not mechanical 
or material, and it has the advantage 
of healing the diseases considered in- 
curable, a thing which no material or 
mechanical thing could do. 

One who really apprehends anything 
of Truth knows that It Is mental and 
that being without beginning or end or 
any kind of measurement, It must be 
progressive In our experience. The 
application of it cannot even be formu- , 
lated, and so far from being mechani- !

It is the consensus of opinion 
among physicians that the best milk is 
thnt from a mixed herd of healthy cows. 

The cows are subjected to the tu- 
berculin test twice every year, no ani- 
mal being admitted to the herd until 
it has received this test. 

Thnt there may be no dust during 
milking, the floors nnd cows are 
sprayed and no feed is given until 
milking is over. The cows are thor- 
oughly groomed, washed with water and 
soap, and dried with towels, to be sure 
thnt they are clean nnd that there is no 
opportunity for dirt to get into the milk.

mond street, leave to withdraw wns 
granted on petition for abatement of 
sewer on Centre street, on laying out 
of Linwood h venue, and on sewer in 
Chest nut street, Wnbnn. sewers were 
ordered in Bnrnstnble road and North 
street, M. M. Enos granted permission 
to connect with California Btreet sew- 
er nt special grade, California street 
wns widened al Bridge street nt cost 
of $455, and water mains Inid in Bige- 
low road and Ridge road. 

Additional appropriations were au- 
thorized for the Charity Dept., for in- 
terest due on loans and for expenses 
in tile Engineer's Office. $1000 trans- 
fer from treasury receipts to Tools 
and machinery, orders for city elec- 
tion on Dec. 9 nnd a grant made for 
city expenses of $10,898.23. Petition 
was mnde to the legislature to change 
date of municipal year, and sewers 
ordered in Allerton road and Centre 
street. The order to grant some mon- 
ey to the Street Maintenance account 
wns debated for Borne time and the 
amount of $3500 first Introduced by 
Alderman Bcmis. was changed to 
$6000 nnd pnssed.

THE CHRISTIAN FORUM 

Dr. Joslah Slrong of New York Speaks at Ellol 
Church 


The Christian Forum of Newton held 
Ir second meeting of the year at the 
Sllot Church last Sunday evening. 

* An address was given by Dr. Joslah 
Strong of New York, whose topic was, 
"Ours the Day and Land of Oppor- 
tunity.” His remarks were na fol- 
lows: — My good friends, our forefa- 
thers on Massachusetts Day, we are 
told, did not think there would e*er be 
. very dense population In thlB coun- 
ry west of Newton. There has been 
ast changes in 260 years in the 
Inlted States. Do we appreciate the 
act that we are living in the midst of 
changes world wide In their reach? 
It Is very difficult to comprehend our 
own times. We are living In the midst 
of several great transitions, and the 
story of the past shows us that at the 
time of such transitions we have the 
greatest chances and opportunities. I 
want to call attention to three such 
transitions. The first, the substitution 
of mechanical power for vital power, 
which is fundamentally the cause of 
great Industrial revolution. A few 
years ago power was Individualistic 
and therefore Industry was Individu- 
alistic, and therefore civilization was 
individualistic. The story of the 
steam engine shows us how that indi- 
vidual power was taken and central- 
ized. 

The late William E. Dodge told me 
•.hat his grandfather once asked the 
prayers of his church as he was about 
r.o take the long and perilous Journey 
to Rochester. 1 had a friend, an Eng- 
lishman, who was out on the Pacific 
noast, who received a telegram from 
als office and he told me he thought 
He would Just take a run back to Lon- 
lon and tend to the business desired. 
*Jow this run back to London, includes 
1,000 miles across the mountains and 
*lvers and plains of Canada and the 
West, plus 3,000 miles across the At- 
lantic and It actually Involved less 
:Ime, less hardship and less danger 
han the long and perilous Journey 
'rom New York to Rochester in form- 
Br days. One was in the 19th century 
ind the other in the 20th century, and 
ihat advance In civilization was due 
fundamentally to the substitution of 
aeohanleal for vital power. Now 
hese marvelous changes only suggest 
aany of the great problems which are 
ittracting the wisdom of the world. 
The problem of the new creation of 
vealth, the problem of organized cap- 
tal and organized labor, the problem 
>f the city which is growing so mar- 
relously and which must necessarily 
loncern the whole population, and also 
he race problem. 

Turn secondly to the transition 
vhich is Just beginning in the devel- 
iprnent of the virgin resources of the 
farth. Only Europe and the United 
Kates have In any considerable de- 
ree developed their natural resources, 
'here are Asia, Africa, South America, 
4exico, Australia, New Zealand and 
fenada, roughly we will say 4 conti- 
ients and a half which are just be- 
ginning to awake. 


This new civilization turns every- 
thing upside down, nnd this Industrial 
revolution la coming in all of these 
countries with these virgin resources- 
1 believe, in the next 60 years. The 
great significance of the past 50 years 
has been the development of the vast 
regions west of the Mississippi. The 
capital had to be created, the agricul- 
tural machinery had to be developed 
nnd invented but It was all done in 50 
years. Now Europe nnd the United 
States possess the wealth, possess the 
mechanical appliances nnd agricultur- 
al machinery and mining machinery, 
plus all the electrical machinery ready 
to enter upon the development of the 
virgin resources of these four and onc- 
hnlf continents and I believe It will 
be n smaller undertaking to develop 
these resources than we think, small- 
er than It was to develop the great 
West. 

The great Increase In the world's 
population in the last 50 years has 
been In the White Race, because the 
Industrial revolution haB Increased 
man’s subBtlnence, and Sir Robert 
Goettlng believes that unless some- 
thing unusual happens this White 
Race will riBC in the next century 
irom 600.000,000 to 1,500,000,000 or 2 
billion. Now, good friends, this In- 
dustrial revolution Is going to the 
dark races of the world, it la to in- 
crease their means of Bubstlnence. 
that 1b to say, the same cause which 
gave such a stimulus to the White 
Race is going to operate on the Color- 
ed Race. 

The world’s population is increas- 
ing about 1 per cent per annum, that 
means It will more than double within 
the century. You may ask If there 
will be sufficient motive to develop 
these resources. Capital seeks invest- 
ment, it abhors idleness. We are cre- 
ating $600,000,000 for foreign Invest- 
ment every year. England has $2,500,- 
000,000 invested in the Argentines 
alone. There are thousands of mil- 
■llonB being created every year for for- 
eign investment and seeking that in- 
vestment. Should we not then expect 
thiB development. Fifty years ago our 
entire assets were seven billions; in 
1904 it was 107 billions, and we guess 
what our wealth will be 60 years 
hence. With some data for reckoning, 
and we will bo conservative and taken 
the last half of the 19th century. Dur- 
ing that time the increase was 62 per 
cent for each of the 6 decades, apd 
we will take the leanest of those de- 
cades, 36 per cent, 3.6 per cent per 
annum, and what will he the wealth 
In 1960, 607 billions. This is vastly 
more wealth than ail the nations of 
Europe have created in the past 50 
centuries. Is wealth a danger? I 
cannot tell, but I will give you one 
Illustration. In 1911 in the Wall 
Street Journal appeared an itemized 
statement of the wealth controlled by 
one man and that wealth was $4,814,- 
000,000. If we had all of the revenue 
of the United States, ordinary nnd ex- 
traordinary, and all of Great Britain,

The board met to canvas the elec- 
tion retuniB and on report of Its com- 
mittee, approved the tabulation sent 
In by the City Clerk. 

The mayor sent in a request for a 
small transfer 111 the City .Messen- 
gers department, and petitions were 
received from Thos. A. Brady, of no- 
tice of damages to personal property, 
of Ida M. Guild for a common victu- 
aller license, of Ellen E. Alger for 
Soldiers relief, of Thos. F. Green for 
pool table license, and of the Edison 
Co. for attachments on Oaklelgh road. 

Auctioneer licenses were granted to 
M. C. Laffie and A. H. Waitt. 

On recommendation of committees, 
the M. A: B. St. Kwy. Co. wag granted 
attachments on various streets, the 
Edison Co. attachments on Boylstou 
and Walnut streets, a relocation on 
Page road, conduits on Waban hill 
road, pole locations on Highland ave- 
nue and Pelham street, the Telephone 
Co. was granted various attachments 
and a relocation on Dudley road, and 
the N. & W. Gas Light Co. permits 
to open up certain Btreets to lay gas 
mains, a wagon license was granted 
G. L. Marcy and a common victualler 
license refused to R. F. Atwood. 

Orders making additional appropri- 
ation of $1954.64 for Election expenses 
due to the special election last spring 
and to precinct voting at the coming 
city primary, authorizing advance 
from water income to the Water 
Dept, and making a small transfer In 
the Assessing department were grant- 
ed. 

President Blakemore took the floor 
on the order adding $2960 to the City 
Teams account, saying that the board 
had already passed about $22,000 ap- 
propriations charged to the 1914 levy, 
and were asked to add something like 
$5000 more tonight. While it was ub- 
ual to make transfers in appropria- 
tions, he thought that the 1913 tax 
levy ought to pay for all the 1913 
expenses and not burden the next 
mayor with a charge of $27,000 for 
1913 bills. He thought It a deplor- 
able situation and entered his pro- 
test against it. 

Alderman Richardson called atten- 
tion to the fact that part of this $27,- 
000 was for 1912 bills brought over 
Into 1913 and thought If we could get 
started on the right basis, that each 
years tax levy should pay for the 
bills of that year. 

Alderman Pratt explained that the 
item in question was an account 
which heretofore had been credited 
with all its receipts, and that the to- 
la! cost of the city teams approximat- 
ed $40,000 each year. He did not care 
how the money was provided and 
later submitted an amendment au- 
thorizing the advance of this sum 
from the city treasury. This order 
was adopted. 

While this controversy was in pro- 
gress Alderman Bemis referr£d to the 
action of the board at ihe last meet- 
ing In charging $6000 for Street Main- 
tenance to the 1914 tax levy and sug- 
gested that this order be changed and 
charged to the Street levy tax for 
1913, and his order to that effect was 
ndopted. Orders were also adopted 
making betterment assesments on 
Los Angeles and Allison streetB.

WALTHAM DEFEATS NEWTON 

Disgraceful Exhibition ol Football Followed By 
a Street Riot 


j It Is indeed difficult to attempt to 
■ describe the football game last Satur- 
day hi Waltham, between the Newton 
'and Waltham High School teams, 
without expressing a righteous show 
of Indignation over some of the events 
which took place, and about which a 
large number of Newton residents be- 
came quite angry. It was not the de- 
feat which rankles, for that Is the 
least cause for Indlenatlon, but the 
apparent deliberate purpose to Injure 
the Newton players, and the unsports- 
manlike manner of playing the game 
by Waltham has led to a feeling here 
that It is most unwise to continue 
athletic relations with our neigh- 
boring city. Newton lost by the 
score of 30 to 0, but It should be 
borne in mind that the scoring was all 
done In the last half of the game, af- 
ter the strongest Newton players had 
been taken out of the game, either 
thru the autocratic actions of the um- 
pire or by Injuries deliberately Inflict- 
ed by Waltham players. Hyatt, one of 
the best players for Newton, had been 
warned several days before that he 
would be taken out of the game, and 
after doing his share towards holding 
the Waltham team for downs in the 
first period, was told to his face, by 
his opponent, that he would be taken 
out during the next period. Hyatt was 
taken out during the next period by 
the umpire, who claimed he was slug- 
ging. but as Hyatt had just thrown 
himself at the feet of an approaching 
player for a legitimate tackle. It is 
hard to see how he could have been 
■’slugging.’' One other instance, 
which took place outside the lines, di- 
rectly beneath a stand filled with New- 
ton sympathizers was the occasion for 
considerable indignation. A Newton 
player, tackled by two Waltham men. 
was carried outside the lines by the 
tackle, and while lying there, was de- 
liberately "kneed” by a third Waltham 
man who came running across the 
field and threw himself on the New- 
ton player before he could get up. 
Another Newton man was intentionally 
kicked in the head as he was getting 
up from the ground, and there were 
plenty of similar instances. 

A delay of a quarter of an hour at 
the start due to the failure of the Wal- 
tham team to reach the field and after 
Newton had had its usual warming up 
practise was not conduslve to suc- 
cess. and the team showed the effects 
of the wait in the cold. 

Besides Hyatt who was put out of 
the game as described. Newton also 
lost the services of Dorney, who was 
injured in the arm. and of O’Neil who 
was kicked In the face. White, who 
was cut on the chin, played the whole 
game, but was in poor shape at the 
finish. 

None of the Newton men received 
any serious injuries, altho that was 
not the fault of their opponents. 

The first period was straight and de- 
cent football, neither team scoring, 
but a different spirit was noticed at 
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the beginning of the next period and 
when Hyatt was taken from the game, 
the Newton team lost enthusiasm and 
appeared actually cowed. The rest of 
the gam^ was a travestry on decent 
football, and open; the question wheth- 
er or not the school authorities are 
justified In allowing pupils to engage 
In this so-called “sport." 

The intense feeling of rivalry be- 
tween these two schools was possibly 
somewhat Increased from the fact 
that some persons visited the Wal- 
tham football field on Friday night 
and painted the goal posts and score 
board with the Newton colors of 
orange and black. There is no clue 
as to the perpetrators of the prank, 
altho the faculty manager of the Wal- 
tham team has filed a formal protest 
with the Newton school authorities. 

On the way home, a small sized 
riot took place which should be a 
cause of shame for the Waltham po- 
lice. The crowd was so great, that 
the street railway company had twenty 
open cars used as specials. The game 
did not finish until dark, and as this 
line of cars passed slowly thru Main 
and Moody streets, which were crowd- 
ed with people, jeers and cat calls 
were numerous. A delay was caused 
by one car running past the switch at 
High street and the cars were stalled 
along Moody street, near High 
street The trouble began when some 
one in the street snatched a Newton 
banner from the hands of a girl in one 
of the cars and immediately grew into 
considerable proportions, with such 
things as pulling off the trolley wires, 
leaving the cars in darkness, and the 
throw ing of apples and potatoes taken 
from a nearby provision store. The 
Waltham police, if they were present 
took no action towards stopping the 
trouble and it was not until General 
Manager Cox of the street railway 
company, took charge of the situation 
and ordered his cars run regardless of 
the crowd in front, that the trouble 
partially ceased. There is no question 
but what the usual hoodlum element 
was responsible for this disgraceful 
scene, an active police force could 
have saved considerable trouble. 

MR. ALEXANDER MAGUIRE DEAD 

Mr. Alexander Maguire of Newton- 
vllle died at the Newton Hospital last 
week Thursday morning after a brief 
illness, 

Mr. Maguire was well known In 
Newton, having resided in this city 
for almost 30 years. Leaving Ire- 
land with only limited means, by hard 
work and constant endeavor, he man- 
aged to accumulate quite an inde- 
pendent income In real estate known 
as Maguire Court. 

Being of a kind, unselfish and sym- 
pathetic nature and always ready to 
help those in need he gained the re- 
spect and admiration of his fellow- 
men. 

He leaves seven children, two sons 
and five daughters, and also several 
grandchildren.

Milk 

T HE Cherry Hill Farm herd con- 
sists of Jerseys and Guernseys, 
with a few grade cows of other 
kinds. It is the consensus of opinion 
among physicians that the best milk is 
that from a mixed herd of healthy cows. 

The cows are subjected to the tu- 
berculin test twice every year, no nni- 
mal being admitted to the herd until 
it has received this test. 

That there may be no dust during 
milking, the floors and cows are 
sprayed and no feed is given until 
milking is over. The cows are thor- 
oughly groomed, washed with water and 
sonp, and dried with towels, to be sure 
that they are clean and that there is no 
opportunity for dirt to get into the milk.

MILLIONS FOR WATER 

Mineral Water Cost American People] 

More (linn Heien Million Dollars In I 

1912— Fhe Million Gallons Used In | 

Making "Soft Drinks.’* 

Tito people of the United States last ! 
year drank 62.2St.201 gallons of mill- j 
oral water, for which they pnid $6,- 1 
615,671, according to rut advance chap- 
ter from “Mineral Resources of the 
United States” on the production of 
mineral waters in 1012, l>y George O. 
Matson, Just issued • by the United 
States Geological Survey. The figure 
quoted does not, of course, represent 
r]| the money that was paid for min- 
eral water, for the figure given by the 
Geological Survey represents the price 
received at the source of supply. 
There is n wide range in price from 
the cheaper table waters sold In Jugs, 
and barrels to the more expensive | 
medicinal waters and t lie table waters i 
tliat are put up ill bottles and charged 
with carbon dioxide. A large amount 
of water is also given ft way at the 
springs and furnished free to guests 
of hotels and other places of entertain- 
ment located near by. There Is. in ad- 
dition, a large quantity of mineral 
water classed as artificial that is not 
Included in the statistics. ’ 

The total Bales of mineral waters in 
1912 were less than in 1911 by 1,507- 
351 gallons, and the decrease in value 
was $222,217. New York leads In the 
number of springs, quantity of water, 
total value, and value of table waters, 
bub ranks seventh in the value of me- 
dicinal waters sold. Indiana takes 
first rank In the value of medicinal 
water sold and is third in total value, 
but does not appear among the ten 
leading States in the number of 
sprlngB, quantity of water said, or 
value of table waters sold. Massachu- 
setts ranks second in the number of 
springs reporting sales. The statistics 
show that with one exception the 
States that had a large increase In the 
quantity of mineral water sold are 
located either in the South or in the 
Mid die West, where agriculture is an 
important pursuit and the increased 
cost of the necessities of life would 
naturally have less effect than in the 
North and East, where agriculture Is 
relatively less important. 

From the statistics gathered by the 
Survey it has been ascertained that 
5,139.527 gallons of mineral water were 
used in 1912 for the manufacture of 
"soft drinks.” The total imports or 
mineral waters in 1912. including nat- 
ural. semiartificial, and artificial wat- 
ers amounted to 3,499,497 gallons, val- 
ued at $930,091.

WOMEN’S CLUBS 


Miss Crack M. Burt, Editor. 

At the Autumn meeting of the Mass- 
achusetts State Federation at Whitman 
on Monday next several changes In the 
By-laws will be acted upon. While 
those changes may seem minor mat- 
ters they do in reality In two cases 
materially affect the policy of the 
Federation. Up to this time the elec- 
tion of officers has been done on the 
floor of tlie annual meeting. It has 
consumed time and has been a diffi- 
cult matter to control, particularly 
the matter of sealing the delegates 
and of being sure that only delegates 
voted. Now it is proposed to follow 
the more dignified plan of the General 
Federation, of using the Australian 
ballot and of having the polls open 
for a certain period of time during 
which the delegates shall go there 
and cast their ballots. 

The second change is merely pro- 
viding for the filling of vacancies in 
the Nominating committee, which Is 
an elected committee, nnd for the 
filling of which there has been no pro- 
vision. The executive board has al- 
ready the power to fill all other va- 
cancies, so it Is proposed to give the 
board the power to do this also. 

The third amendment is perhaps of 
more vital concern and is presented at 
this time in accordance with a vote 
passed at the annual meeting last 
May, when last year's nominating 
committee brought in the recommenda- 
tion that hereafter a copy of the ballot 
be sent out to the clubB four weeks 
in advance. In the early years of the 
Federation when it was a compara- 
tively small organization it was well 
enough for a committee to have the 
full say as to who Bhould serve as offi- 
cers. But with the present member- 
ship of the Federation the clubs 
should know what names are pre- 
sented by the committee long enough 
in advance to take some united action 
In case that slate is not satisfactory 
to them as a whole. It is a move that 
should have been taken some time ago 
and should receive the unanimous 
support of the Federation delegates 
next Monday.

Newton Highlands Club Day 

A few years ago the clubs of New- 
ton Highlands arranged to have a un- 
ion meeting and the experiment was 
so successful that it was repeated the 
following year, but for some reason 
the matter web dropped and last sea- 
son It was omitted. This year, how- 
ever, it was brought up again and as 
a result the vestry or the Congrega- 
tional Church was filled with members 
of the five different clubs to hear Prof. 
Bliss Perry lecture upon "The Mak- 
ing of a Great American," that Ameri- 
can being Ralph Waldo Emerson. Mr. 
Perry began by going back to Emer- 
son's grandfather, Rev. Daniel Bulk- 
ley, an early, minister in the old 
church of Concord, who lived in the 
“Old Manse,” afterwards the home of 
Hawthorne, and pointed out the influ- 
ence of the forebears upon the be*, 
who was afterward the great philoso- 
pher. The vein of liberalism was 
strong in the Emerson blood. The 
speaker traced the growth of the boy 
into the man, telling of his college 
days, how lie paid the family debts 
and assisted in sending his younger 
brothers through college. Emerson’B 
connection with the Second Church 
of Boston and his final withdrawal 
from the ministry were mentioned In 
detail aB well as his career as a pub- 
lic lecturer. Unlike the other liter- 
ary celebrities of eastern Massachu- 
setts Emerson journeyed the country 
ever lecturing, while their horizon 
was bounded upon the north by Sa- 
lem. on the south by Plymouth, and 
on the west by Concord. After the 
brief sketch of the inau Prof. Perry 
considered three of Emerson’s works, 
a small volume culled "Nature.” the 
Phi Beta Kappa oration and his Di- 
vinity School Address. In closing the 
speaker referred to thlB great man 
as the friend and helper of those who 
would live In the spirit.

J. W. McIntyre, president of the New- 
ton Federation, who brought greet- 
ings und urged the members to ut- 
lend the Federation’s autumn meet- 
ing.

spoke upon the "High CobL of Living.” 
Among the factors mentioned by Mr. 
Pnrlngton were: the rush of popula- 
tion to the cities, unscientific methods 
of producing, uncertain markets, cost 
of transportation, waste In handling. 
The modern financier has discovered, 
ho said, ways of holding up the old 
economic laws of supply and demand.

Three prin- 
ciples govern these concerns, a cash 
business, a fair retail market price 
and democratic management. He alBo 
cited other countries where the co- 
operative stores have been a success 
and felt that thlB would materially 
lower the cost of living. 

At the close of the address light 
refreshments were served during the 
social hour under the direction of 
MrB. F. E. Anderson, chairman of the 
Social committee of the Federation.

It was my privilege 36 years ago to 
i lunch with the founder of the Assoeln- 1 
tlon In his prlvnte dining room of Hint 
same dry goods house of which he was 
then proprietor. 

Whnt a colossal tree has grown from 
the “mustard seed" of the endeavor of 
a young mnn who dared to honor God 
among his fellow clerks!

He was removed to the 
ellef Hospital and died there at 9 
hat night.

Robert Ball Edes was born In 
OharleBtown, Oct 3, 18B6. His parents 
bad removed to Chelsea when he was 
_ uite young. They removed to Newton 
n 1866. He had attended the Newton 
Igh School and for a time went to 
Tie Boston English Hlgli School, and 
n 1872 was selected for appointment 
West Point, but because of poor 
Health did not go to that institution. 

His flrBt work waB in a shoe store 
n Boston in 1869, and from that time 
until 1872, the year of the Boston fire, 
be worked in various storeB. In 1871 
e joined the Claflin Guards of New- 
on, then known as Co. L, let Regi- 
ment, and the military training he re- 
eived stood him in good stead when 
be went West later in the 70’s. 

He went to Nebraska where hiB 
ousln had died and left a ranch about 
he time the gold fever had Btruck the 
lack Hills. The Indians were then 
articularly hostile and by a peculiar 
ollection of circumstances he served 
~s ranchman and in the Bth United 
^tates Cavalry in 1876 and 1877. 

He returned East in 1877 and 
eached Philadelphia in time to get 
nto the thick of the street car riots 
nd strikes. He returned to Boston 


Regiment, in 1883, his rise waB rapid 
in the Militia. From 1884 to 1897 he 
waB inspector of rifle practice for the 
Bth Regiment. He waB appointed as- 
sistant inspector of rifle practice of the 
2d Brigade, M. V. M., holding hiB com- 
mission until placed on the retired 
list in 1901. From 1885 to 1889 he was 
a member of the State rifle team which 
defeated all comers at Creedmoor, 
New York and Chicago, and In 1889 
was a member of the American rifle 
team which went to England and de- 
feated the rifle teams of England in 
every match. 

He was elected commander of the 
Old Guard of Massachusetts in 1902 
and 1903 and was ex-president of the 
Claflin Guard Veteran Association. He 
was a member of the Sons of the Revo- 
lution, Masons, Royal Arcanum, Na- 
tional Rifle Association of America. 
New England Military Rifle Associa- 
tion, Hooker Association, Field Offi- 
cers’. Institute, National Guard Asso- 
ciation, Army and Navy Club of New 
York. He had been a justice of the 
peace since 1883. 

Col. Edes had held Important offices 
in a number of associations and cor- 
porations.

"The call has long Blnce been for- 
gotten, but the spirit of that hour 
which aroused men to action is our 
heritage, and must ever be remem- 
bered as the foundation of all our 
success." 

“The outlook has broadened since 
the early days, and other channels, 
not then conceived, have been develop- 
ed to carry the beneficent work far 
beyond the wallB of the institution. 
These new departments of service 
command attention, for they all clus- 
ter around the hospital work and add 
to Its usefulness.” 

The work is no longer an experi- 
ment of doubtful value, but rather an 
opportunity to share In a service 
which brings large returns." 

The Year’B Record. PatientB treat- 
ed, 2,050, the largest number in our 
history; death-rate, 5.7 per cent, the 
smallest recorded; expenses, $86,219.- 
40; earnings, $67,524.66; deficit, $18,-

The Training School for NurBes. No 
department of the hospital is more 
necessary to its life and power than 
is Its Training School. A physician of 
note wrote some yearB ago: “The effi- 
ciency of a hospital of any Bort de- 
pends in great measure upon the serv- 
ices of the nursing Btaff. It would, 
we sometimes think, be possible to get 
on, for a time at least, without physi- 
cians, but to be deprived of nurses 
meanB the abolition of the modern 
hospital.”

The cows are thor- 
oughly groomed, washed with water and 
soap, and dried with towels, to be sure 
that they are clean and that there is no 
opportunity for dirt to get into the milk.

MR. WHITE FOR SPEAKER 

If things should so develop that 
Rep. ™ilte should be projected Into 
the speakership contest there is no 
question as to the strength he would 
develop, not only among republicans, 
but possibly among democrats. He 
stands fairly well with the progress- 
ives; not too well as a legislator, hut 
excellently as n man. The progress- 
ives don't like republican floor lead- 
ers. that being a very natural feeling 
and one not confined to progressives — 
and Rep.

He 
lias been a very nctive floor leader, at 
that, but he has been also an extra- 
ordinarily just one. so that often when 
the house "machine” showed a disposi- 
tion to rii6h the steani roller over 
certain measures it was Rep. White 
who stood out against it and the bills 
went on the calendar to take their 
chances on their merits. 

With tills reputation, Rep. White will 
make a strong candidate if things 
should break so that he shall become 
one.

WINS LEAGUE GAME 

Newton Trounce* Brookline, 21 to 0, 
in an Interesting Game 

Newton, by defeating Brookline 
High last Friday afternoon on Claflin 
Field, Newtonvllle, won a leg on the 
championship of the Triangular 
league nnd the contest this afternoon 
against Cambridge Latin will decide 
the winner. Newton won an easy vic- 
tory, piling up' three touchdowns for 21 
points, and were successful in keep- 
ing their oppohents scoreless. 

The game was an interesting one 
from a spectator’s viewpoint, Beveral , 
well executed forward passes, long 
end runs and trick plays, furnishing 
much excitement. The Brookline 
team had a very large following of 
rooters, and the brass band, which 
was made up from studentB at the 
school, accompanied the cheering sec- 
tion in their claBB songs and cheerB. 

Newton gained considerable ground 
on forward passes, seven of the elev- 
en tried working successful, and each 
netted the home team a good gain. A 
gain of 25 yards was made by Newton 
shortly after tiie game opened, Hyatt 
making a fine pass to White, after , 
which Capt. Brady on a "tackle , 
around” play took the ball to tiie four 
yard line and Thompson took the ball 
over on a line plunge. 

The other two touchdowns scored 
by Newton came in the third period. , 
White catching the ball on the kick- 
off and running back 36 vardB. Foi- , 
lowing this play Newton's team kept 
In possession of the ball and by short 
gains on line plunges, forward passes , 
and trick plays, carried the ball to 
the 12 yard line. 

Here Brookline's heavy line stiffen- 
ed and for three downs the opposing 
backfleld was able to gain but four 
yards. Thompson was given the ball, 
on the next play and with his line 
moving like a machine made a dash 
through the left side of the Brookline 
line for first down on the two yard 
line. 

On the next play Hyatt, gouged his 
way through the Brookline line for 
another touchdown and shortly after- 
ward kicked the goal, making the 
score 14 to 0 in the home team’s fa- 
vor.

Island Is a three cornered one, the 
largest in the Mediterranean having 
an area about equalling that of Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island combined. 
Ver>* little is known of the language 
of the early Inhabitants and Its real 
history does not begin until the coming 
of the Greeks In 736 B. C. The most 
Important period of Its history is the 
5th century B. C. and Dionysius Its 
greatest ruler. Dr. Wentworth, 
who visited Sicily during the past 
summer, described Mount Etna, called 
by Pindar, "the pillar of heaven,” and 
showed many photographs, which 
added much to the pleasure of the 
members. The magntflcance of the 
old temples aB revealed by these pict- 
ures 1 h an Indication of the wealth of 
those early people. This Island was 
long a bone of contention among the 
nations of Europe and Africa, but fi- 
nally the Greeks were victorious. 
Among other Interesting facts brought 
out was that of the papyrus, which 
was formerly found only in Egypt, but 
It is now found only in this Island. 


The afternoon was in charge of Mrs. 
H. K. Burrison. chairman of the Social 
Science department. Mrs. Burrison 
introduced Mrs. Mary Cushing Pal- 
mer. president of the Newtonvllle 
Woman’s Guild, who gave a lecture- 
recital on "The Sea Islanders.”

dlBcuBsed the family budget, dwelling 
particularly upon that for clothing. 
The matter of a budget, she said, Is 
often a difficult one to face with the 
husband, for he bo frequently Bays, 
"Whatever you need I will get for you. 
If I can.” She thought It might be 
more easily worked out In the future, 
If the girls of eight and ten years 
begin to learn how to spend money. 
Experts on the subject of the budget 
have allowed 20'/' of the family income 
for clothing; as a matter of fact In 
most families hardly more than 12% 
can be used in this way and this 1b 
hardly enough when the Income la 
small, to secure either warm or decent 
ones. The poor people, she said, do 
not have time to make their clothes. 
bo there should be some way for them 
to be able to get good clothing ready: 
to wear. The former speaker had ad- 
vocated bright colors, but Mrs. Wool- 
man stated that the poor people can- 
not afford to wear them, because the 
cheap materails do not hold their 
color; they must buy those which will 
not fade. 

The speaker advocated for most wo- 
men to plan their clothes on several 
years’ schedule, getting the suit one 
season, the odd coat another and so 
on, in this way a woman may be well 
dressed and still her average annual 
expenditure need not he very large. 
She cited three women whom she knew 
In New York, who were all equally 
well dressed and yet upon Investiga- 
tion one woman spent $350 a year, an- 
other $2,000 and the third $4,000. As a 
ralr division of what was spent on 
clothing, 50 per cent or a little more 
was allowed for suits, gowns, and 
hats, from 12 to 16 per cent for under- 
clothes, 8 to 10 per cent for footwear 
and 10 per cent for sundries. 

Despite what had already been said 
derogatory of the present day styles, 
Mrs. WoDlman claimed that we have 
never come nearer good dressing than 
at the present time. In the matter of 
weight It used not to be unusual for 
a woman's clothing to weigh 19 
pounds. It has been found that some- 
times girls have had as many as 22 
layers of cloth around the waist. 
These -are not bo now. “There is, 
however, an awful extravagance In 
the use of the fashion of the day. Wo 
must try to control the fashion. Let! 
us be democratic and let every woman 
do as she pleaseB.” I 

Among other things touched upon 
were: the home dressmaker, some 
dangers or purchasing at bargain 
sales, the necessity of knowing more 
about textiles. She urged her hearerB 
after finding’ out from actual experi- 
ence where are the best places to buy 
good, durable materials to go to those 
places for them. "We are the great 
buyers of the world and what we want 
we shall have."

The treasurer’s report, showing a sub- 
stantial balance in the treasury, was 
received with much applause, for it 
successfully proved the club’s ability 
to be self-supporting. A tentative 
program of the national club meeting 
in New York was read and an interest- 
ing sketch of a few days at Rockport 
Lodge was given by two members 
who visited the vacation house.

New England ought to solve what Is 
called the milk problem, but she only 
complicates ii. Milk is one of the 
great staples of the six states, but in- | 
stead of being a growing industry it ! 
is diminishing. It has been so thor- j 
oughly commercialised that there is 
now but little money and scarcely 
no interest. It has Immense possibili- 
ties. Why Is It that it is impossble 
now to buy a pound of that fine old- 
faBhoned butter that was made by 
band from cream ’ raised” on milk 
"set” in big shallow pans? Why la it 
that appreciation of this kind of but- 
ter, and almost knowledge of it, has 
gone out of the minds of nearly all men 
and women? It is a fact that moderns 
do not know what good butter 1 b. and 
it is the fault of the farmers that that 
knowledge haB pretty nearly gone out 
of the world. Good cheese is rapidly 
becoming a memory. Not long ago I 
complained to one of the biggest gro- 
cers in Boston that I could not get 
“full-cream” cheese. He at once ac- 
quiesced. “There 1 b none made,” said 
he. “You can’t buy a pound of ’full- 
cream’ cheese anywhere, unless possi- 
bly of some farmer ’way down on the 
cape, and that would be by accident.” 
"Why"? said I. “Well,” Bald the 
man, "I do not Just know. There is a 
demand for it, but the creameries make 
more off their milk If they skim it. Bell 
the cream and then sell the cheese. | 
They are getting as much for the 
sklmmed-milk cheese aB they did for 
the real full-cream. Why Bhould they, 
not skim their milk? Consumers have 
been trained to accept the new kind, 
and there are very few protests.” 
About the same is true of butter. Peo- 
ple have become accustomed to the 
creamery variety. They would not 
know the other. Yet it is so much 
better! 

A farmer who had made quite a good 
living, and had money In the bank, had 
always sold his milk to the contractors 
who buy it of the farmers and sell It 
in the cities. Baid that he had never 
kept books. He never checked up the 
accounts of the contractor who had had 
his milk for years. He juBt took the 
checks as they came, and felt that he 
was lucky to be getting some real mon- 
ey off the farm. The man is one ex- 
treme. The other is represented by the 
few men who run their farms as busi- 
nesses, and know what they spend and 
what they receive. They do not Bell 
to the contractors.. They build up se- 
lect trades, and create trademarks for 
their product, and at the same time 
provide for a profit for their farming 
operations. 

The New England producer of milk 
has got to learn the commercial lesson 
that it is as much the part of the good 
business man to create and discipline 
demand as to fill the crude and un- 
formulated demand. Have not the re- 
tailers of milk, and of groceries and 
meats Bhown them how it is done?' 
How else does it happen that we have 
tamely submitted to taking packages 
that weigh from 12 to 14 ounces, and 
pay from 10 to 60 per cent, more for! 
them, in place of the full pound we 
used to have? This method has been 
grafted onto many products, such as 
sausage, bacon, fiBh, cereals, and many 
common products that we buy, or used 
to buy, by the pound. The writer used 
to buy a high-class bacon for 23 cents 
a pound package, when pork was the 
highest it lias been for many years. 
Pork soon went down, but the bacon 
went up and up. and the package 
shrunk and shrunk, until now we get 
about 13 ounces of bacon and pay 35 
cents for it. How much advance is 
this? Fifty per cent, in price and 
nearly 20 per cent, in quantity. Add, 
the difference in the wholesale price! 
of pork and it will appear that we are| 
paying for that particular bacon at 
least twice as much as we did pay for 
it not long ago; and the whole increase 
is absolutely unjustified— and unjust- 
ifiable. 

I would not have the milk producers 
adopt such tactics, but they might take 
measures to get a lot more money out 
of their product, and at the same time 
give their customers greater satisfac- 
tion. I do not think there Is any- 
thing to brag about connected with the 
New England milk business as It is 
now conducted, except in spots. The

number of cows has steadily decreased, 
and it is becoming almost Impossible 
for the consumers in cities to get fresh 
butter or good cheese, not to mention 
good milk. Even the small merchants 
right In the heart of good milk coun- 
try are spiling some factory butter, 
made in the West, "processed,” and 
shipped to New England for the use of 
people who live in the midst of the 
best grazing land in the country that 
can be bought for half what the land 
where the factory butter is made costs. 

This milk and butter and cheese 
question is one of the most curious, 
and inexplicable, connected with the 
development of the New England farm 
lands. It is a fact that all milk used in 
Boston might be produced within fifty 
miles of that city. There Is plenty of 
land, and it can he bought for about 
half its value. There is good transpor- 
tation to the city. There Ib that great 
and growing market. It Is easy to 
raise milk without great areas of pas- 
ture land. The beBt milk producers 
know that they can make more money 
raising milk if they do not pasture 
their cows at all. It is perfectly feas- 
ible to keep large numbers of cows 
without creating the sllgbest nuisance. 
It Is done by many men who know 
how. There are big milk farms, or 
milk plants, within less than twenty 
miles of Boston, where men engaged in 
other business in the city raise milk in 
large quantities, and make money do- 
ing It. 

And yet the contractors who supply 
Boston and vicinity with milk have to 
ship it many miles — in some instances 
200 or even 300 miles and have as well 
to accept milk of inferior quality 
raised under undesirable conditions. 
Much might be Bald about the quantity 
of milk raised in New England, but as 
long as that region does not raise the 
milk it consumes, and might do so 
without much effort, it does not ap- 
pear that it has very much to feel 
proud of. 

Just to Bhow that the contention 
made that milk raising In New Eng- 
land may be profitable: There is a man 
In Middlesex county, MaBB., who came 
from Sweden, 21 years ago, wearing 
wooden shoeB. He went to work as a 
common farm hand. Now he has a fine 
farm of 60 acres, keeps 60 cows and 
four horses. He raises all their feed. 
When he took the farm It was barely 
keeping three cows and one horse. He 
sells from $800 to $1,000 worth of hay, 
beside, every year. How does he do 
it? By using his brains — nothing else. 
His farm is worth more than $25,000. 
Twenty years ago a Worcester county, 
Mbsb., man took his father’s farm of 
210 acres, with a debt of $5,000 along 
with it. He paid the debt, bought on 
about 800 acres more, and has become 
wealthy, for a farmer. He has not 
made all his money selling milk to the 
Boston contractors. He says he can- 
not make money that way — that all he 
gets out of it is the manure to enrich 
his land. But he has always raised a 
lot of milk, and now has about one cow 
for every acre he owns. His head work 
enables him to get money out of in# 
land through keeping a lot of cows. 
If he had specialized and trademarked 
his product, and sold It direct to con- 
sumers. he might have made twice as 
much as he has. A couple of years ago 
an association In New Hampshire made 
a thorough test, and found that the 
prize cow produced $27 gross profit 
(feed deducted) for one month. If 
this can be done as a test, is It not 
reasonable to figure that with average 
intelligence and care common cows 
can be made to pay at least $5 a month 
profit, or pay for themselves in one 
year? Twenty-eight years ago a man 
in Windham county, Vermont, worked 
for his father two years and then 
bought the farm of 100 acres, giving a 
mortgage for the entire purchase price, 
$3,700. It was supporting four cows. 
20 sheep and one horse. Now he has 
90 milch cows, 35 younger stock, seven 
horses and about 60 hogs. He has 
built an $11,000 barn and a 6,500 .house. 
He specialized raising cream. A man 
in New London county. Conn., bought 
a farm 30 years ago, and gave a $9,000 
mortgage on It. For ten years he tried 
to get ahead by raising a little of ev- 
erything. and selling a little of every- 
thing lie raised. Then he went to rais- 
ing thoroughbred Guernsey cattle, and 
became well to do and noted as a 
breeder. Cattle did it, though not in 
tills case milk as a direct product. 

I could go on with these instances of 
success, but I have cited enough to 
show that New Eugland can make 
money in cows. That many men in 
New England do make money raising 
milk merely shows that many more 
men could ulso make money in the 
same manner.

GOOD POLICE WORK 


Bidgil Finns For 1914 Adopted By Officer Goaty Captures Two Bad Met 

Aldermen Slagle Handed 


FOR MAYOR 


The moBt Important business of the 1 
year was transacted Monday night at 
the meeting of the board of aldermen, 
when the budget for 1914, carrying a 
total of $1,469,680.13 was passed with- 
out debate and by a unanimous vote. 

The action, however, was not taken 
until the board had discussed the mat- 
ter for four hours, behind closed 
doors, In the committee of the whole. 

President Blakemore wab In the 
chair and Hatch, Blanchard and Sul- 
livan were absent the entire session, 
while Alderman Bartlett was some- 
what tardy. 

Four Jurors for the December term 
of the Superior Court at Cambridge 
were drawn by Alderman Rice, viz — 
John Bennett, Capitol Btreet, John H. 
Murray, Trowbridge street, Luther D. 
8cales, Centre street, and Wm. L. M. 
McAdams, Centre street. The name of 
Allan C. Emery was drawn, but re- 
turned to the Jury box, when the presi- 
dent stated that Mr. Emery waB in 
Europe. 

Mayor Hatfield sent In the request 
or the Street Commissioner for an ad- 
ditional $1600 to finish resurfacing of 
Walnut Btreet and when the order was 
presented. Alderman Murphy asked for 
delay, saying that the matter was too 
important to be decided on the spot, 
aB there were other Btreets, in his es- 
timation which needed resurfacing as 
much as Walnut street. Mr. Murphy 
sarcastically alluded to the fact that 
the board was BuppoBed to have a sci- 
entific settlement of the resurfacing 
problem last Juno. 

Alderman Richardson said that the 
estimates given the board last June 
had been made without making an ex- 
haustive and expansive study of the 
work to be done. On Walnut street, it 
was found necessary to raise the grade 
and the street railway track for sev- 
eral hundred feet at one point and a 
proper treatment of the gutters at an- 
other place had also changed the 
grade. These matters had cost con- 
siderable money and as the depart- 
ment was right on the job, It should 
be finished now. 

Alderman Murphy again called at- 
tention to a former suggestion of Mr. 
Richardson to the effect that any work 
Should be stopped when the money was 
exhausted, and to which Alderman 
Richardson replied that he believed 
the departments ought to bring the 
matter to the attention of the board 
before that situation arose, in order 
that the aldermen might grant more 
money if necessary, and said that the 
present case web exactly in that line. 

The order was then passed unani- 
mously. 

The Bchool committee requested an 


additional appropriation of $8,656.64, 
and the Assessors wanted a transfer 
for office expenses. 

Petitions of Paul J. Burrage for auc- 
tioneer license. Henry B. Day to move 
building from Highland to Temple 
streets, of S. A. Clark for a pool ta- 
ble, West Newton, and various appor- 
tionment of betterment assessments, 
on Los Angeles and Allison street^ 
were granted. Other petitions were 
received from Elizabeth Harney rela- 
tive to death of her husband, of the 
Telephone Co. for attachments on 
Grove Btreet, Linwood avenue, Califor- 
nia street, Commonwealth avenue, and 
of the Edison Co. for attachments on 
Walnut street. 

Mrs. Ida M. Guild was granted a 
common victualler license on Walnut 
terrace. G. F. Briggs was given leave 
to withdraw on pool room at Newton, 
the Telephone Cb. was granted attach- 
ments on Walnut, Beacon Btreets, 
Rockledge road and Linwood avenue, 
the Edison Go. granted pole locations 
on Belmont and Grasmere streets and 
attachments on Oakleigh road, $3150 
was authorized for City Teams, a 
grant of $10,450.77 made for city ex- 
penses, water mains ordered in Pad- 
stow and Neshobe roads, $300 trans- 
ferred to Parks and Squares, $2250 
carried to 1914 accounts for conveni- 
ence BtationB on playgrounds, and the 
widening of Grove street at Lower 
Falls authorized. 

Alderman Bemis' motion to go into 
the committee of the whole to considot 
the 1914 budget in private was oppos- 
ed by Alderman Rice, who thought the 
public had a right to know what the 
board did, with possibly the matter of 
discussing salaries. Mr. Bemis’ mo- 
tion was carried 13 to 4, Aldermen 
Murphy, Rice, Cox and Jarvis in oppo- 
sition. Alderman Cox queried the 
right of the board to take this action, 
but President Blakemore ruled that a 
majority of the board had the right to 
so vote. Alderman Murphy said he 
understood that the president and vice 
president of the board had virtually 
agreed to recommend an open discus- 
sion of the budget this fall, and Aider- 
man Pratt promptly denied having 
anything to do with such an agree- 
ment Alderman Pratt was then des- 
ignated as chairman of the committee 
of the whole, and four hours later 
the regular session was resumed. Al- 
derman Pratt reported that the com- 
mittee had made but two formal 
changes In the budget as recommend- 
ed by the Finance committee, increas- 
ing the salary of the police chauffeurs 
to $1000 each and Increasing the sal-

The corner stone of the new Church 
of the Redeemer at Chestnut Hill was 
laid with appropriate ceremonies on 
Monday afternoon In the presence of a 
large number of parishioners. 

A devotional service was first held 
In the present building, beginning at 
3.30, at which Bishop I^awrence and 
the rector. Rev. Lucian W. Rogers, de- 
livered brief addresses. The bishop 
emphasized the Importance of a cor- 
nerstone. As the erection of a church 
building progressed the cornerstone 
[became more or less hidden, yet it 
sustained the edifice and typified the 
power of God, he said. 

Rev. Mr. Rogers spoke of the 
church’s two benefactors, both of 
whom have passed away — Mrs. Kath- 
erine B. I we 11, who gave the money 
for the present church, In 1891, and 
John Gordon Wright, senior warden, 
who gave the land on which the new 
edifice is being erected. 

There were readings from the Scrip- 
ture and music by the vested choir un- 
der the direction of organist Sargent 
MorsB. At the conclusion of the indoor 
service Bishop Lawrence, the rector, 
vestrymen and parishioners marched 
out to the new edifice, where a simple 
service Incident to the dedication of 
the stone by the biBhop, took place. 

William Blodgett, chairman of the 
building committee, read the liBt of 
documents that had been placed in the 
bronze box which was to go in the 
corner stone. They were a Bible, a 
prayer book, constitution and canons 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
the United Stutes, convention Jour- 
nal of the diocese of Massachusetts, 
I constitution and bylaws of the parish, 
minutes of the vestry authorizing the 
erection of the new building, minutes 
of the parish meeting confirming the 
j vestry’s action, prospectus of the new 
edifice, addresses of church officials, 
church bulletin and Sunday school 
chronicle, early hlBtory of the parish 
recording the free will gift of Mtb. 
Lowell and a copy of the deed of land 
given by Mr. Wright. 

Edwin Ford, a member of the build- 
ing committee, then placed the bronze 
box In position and the stoDe wbb low- 
ered over it. Bishop Lawrence then 
dedicated the stone. 

Standing on the platform with the 
Bishop and rector were these members 
of the vestry: William H. ABplnwall, 
junior warden; Andrew Adie. Henry 
W. Bliss, Lincoln F. Brigham, William 
R. Cordlngley. Louis B. Harding. 
[Charles H. Kip and A. Wlnsor Weld. 

It is estimated the cost o’f carrying 
out the buildings plans, exclusive of 
the tower organ, chancel furniture 
and stained glass windows above the

The annual city budget of 1914 will 
carry a total of $1,469,680.13 exclusive 
of expenses of the Water Department, 
which are $115,498.60 more. 

Compared with the city budget of 
the present year, $1,344,796.83, the In- 
crease Beems quite large, but, in re- 
ality, the increase Is but normal. Ref- 
erence to the tax levy of last summer, 
shows that the budget of 1913 pluB 
the usual additional appropriations, 
made a total of $1,440,942.92. 

In addition, the 1914 budget Is made 
up under the new system of account- 
ing which changes the former custom 
of handling appropriations, known as 
receipt accounts. These appropria 
tions were a net amount in the budget 
and all receipts were automatically 
credited to them during the year. The 
new system requires such receipts to 
bcome a treasury asset, and not an 
appropriation credit. This change 
makes It necessary to include the en- 
tire expense of the department In the 
budget and has increasd that total by 
about $70,000 according to the best es- 
timate obtainable. It will thus be seen 
that in reality, the net budget of 1914 
compares favorably with the city tax 
levy of the present year. 

It Is also a striking commentary on 
the good work done on the budget by 
the Finance Committee, to note that 
the full board only changed the fig- 
ures recommended by the committee 
by the small sum of $264 in salary in- 
creases. The committee gave seven 
long sessions to the matter, one ses- 
sion lasting over ten hours. 

The recent tangle In the Street de- 
partment accounts is shown In the 
recommendation of the committee 
that the appropriations for Street 
Maintenance and Resurfacing be sep- 
arated and that the former account be 
used only for section work, cleaning, 
patching and repairing, the amounts 
for each being suggested by the com- 
mittee. 

A few salaries are increased, the 
City Treasurer to $3600, the City 
Clerk to $2000, the Inspector of Wires 
to $400, the assistant librarians by $50 
each and several clerktf and stenog- 
raphers were also made happy by 
small ralseB In salary.

Officer William F. Coady captured 
two young men in Newton about mid- 
night Saturday, who were evidently 
intending to make trouble in this city, 
and tried to make trouble with the 
officer when the arrest was made. 

His attention was first attracted to 
the young men. who gave their names 
as James Russell, aged 18, of Buffalo, 
and Cecil Rhoades. 23. who claims to 
have no home, opposite the Methodist 
Episcopal Church on Centre Btreet. 
They acted in such a manner that 
the officer decided to follow them. 
They started down Centre street to- 
ward Newton Corner, and when In 
front of Dr. Frederick W. Webber’F 
house on Centre Btreet, one of the men 
went on the piazza, and tried the dooi 
and windows. 

The officer, who was about 160 feet 
behind, jumped over the fences at the 
homes of Dr. Utley and Dr. Friable 
and was half way over the fence at the 
home of Luther D. Scales, when he 
saw the man again join his compani- 
on. The officer crossed the street and 
hid In the shadow of the Vernon Court 
Hotel, while the men talked over the 
situation In the doorway of the Centre 
street market at the corner of Centre 
place. 

Within a few minutes they again 
continued on their way. The officer 
headed them off, by going around the 
Eliot Church. The young men had 
JuBt started down Church street to- 
ward Grace Church, when the officer 
Jumped out and apprehended them 
Young Russell made a quick move- 
ment for his outside overcoat pocket. , 
but the officer grabbed his hand. A 38 i 
calibre revolver, with four cartridges, 
was In the pocket. After finding that 
he had no other weapons, the police- 
man started to search his companion. 

No weapons were found In the pos- 
session of Rhoades, but while the offi- 
cer was making his search young Rus- 
sel made a dash for liberty. The offi- 
cer leveled the revolver and threaten- 
ed to shoot, whereupon Russell came 
back. 

Both were taken to Station 3 by 
the officer, where a box of cartridges 
and a rope 10 yards long were found i 
on the young men. They were ar- 
raigned In the Police Court Monday 
morning. Russell on a charge of car- 
rying a concealed weapon, and 
Rhoades on a vagrancy charge. Judge , 
William F. Bacon held them in $600 
bonds until this morning. i

EDITORIAL 


An analysis of the arguments ad- 
vanced by the friends of the opposing) 
candidates for mayor Indicates that I 
popularity and sentiment are the basis 
of the Childs candidacy, while expert- j 
ence and ability are emphasized by the 
adherents of Mr. Burr.

’ The cows are subjected to the tu- 
berculin test twice every year, no ani- 
mal being admitted to the herd until 
it has received this test. 

That there may he no dust during 
milking, the floors and cows are 
sprayed and no feed is given until 
milking is over. The cows are thor- 
ougiily groomed, washed with water and 
soap, and dried with towels, to be sure 
that they are clean and that there is no 
opportunity for dirt to get into the milk.

the afternoon session. Upon presen- 
tation for action the three amendments 
lo the by-lawB were all passed, so ihat 
hereafter the election of officers will 
be by Australian ballot and a copy of 
the ballot will be mailed to each club 
With the call for the annual meeting. 

The taking of the Hetch Hetchy Val- 
ley, a part of the National Park of the 
Yosemite, for a water supply for San

ly to send letters of protest to our 
representatives in Congress. 

The closing address of the conven- 
tion was given by Prof. Scott Nearing 
of the University of Pennsylvania on 
“Financing the Family.” 

In his Introduction Prof. Nearing 
set forth the problem of luxuries say- 
ing that the amount spent upon them 
iB Incredible, almost beyond the pos- 
sibility of description. Those who 
make a public display of wealth are 
cruel. He pointed out how much this 
problem of luxury has to do with the 
unrest of the times. By and by the 
government is going to ask those who 
spend for luxury, “Why you spent 
money that way?" 

Then he asked his audience to put 
themselves in the place of the people 
who are working In the mills of Mass- 
achusetts. The oft repeated phrase, 
“There Is always room at the top," la 
a vanishing truth. Nine-tenths of the 
workers don’t earn enough to keep a 
family on a living basis. 

Prof. Nearing is a convincing and 
forceful Bpeaker and while he may not 
have given his audience any material 
assistance In helping them to finance 
their own families, he must have 
shown the delegates that there is ade- 
quate reason for much of the social 
unrest which exiBts today.
